BAKK FAILURE AND SUICIDE. 


EMPOKIA, KAKSAB, Nov. 16.—This »f- 


terooon the Fir«t National bank of tbii 
place was closed by order of the comp- 
troller of tbe currency and several hours 
later Cbarle* S. Cross, tbe bank's presi- 
dent and one of the best-known breed- 
ers of Hereeforde in tbe west, shot aud 
killed himself at "Sunny Slope," his 
famous stock farm. Peculation is said 
to be what caused his downfall. His 
own fortune is also said to have gone. 
Among the heavy losers are Lion coun 
ty and the city of Emporia. All the 
city a»d county funds were deposited 
in his possession. Cross was also cus- 
todian of bis father's estate, whi^h is 
also in a wrecked condition. 


THE TERESA TO BE ABANDONED. 


WASHIKOTOS, Nov. 16.—The navy de 


partment wired C»pt. M«<Jalla today as 
follows: "If yon are satisfied after con- 
sultation with the officers named in 
your despatch that the Teresa c»nnot 
be saved you are authorized to abandon 
the wreck. As to any other matters ex 
ercise your own judgment. Notify the 
British authorities when you have doue 
all you can and return to Norfolk." The 
captain is subsequently directed to 
bring the wrecking tug Potomac to 
Norfolk when he comes, instead of re- 
turning her to Santiago.
